Stens- 
land exonerated Theodore, his son, and 
the bank directors 
He declared be 
never spent more than |5,000 a year 
himself, and all the money he stole he 
put Into real estate or Investments In 
the hope of "making good." 
He said he made up his mind to flee 
on the third day preceding the Sunday 
In which he left Chicago. 
All Wed­ 
nesday night he 
wrestled 
with the 
problem whether to blow his brains 
out or run away. In the hours of dark­ 
ness he decided to kill himself, but 
postponed the act until dawn, and with 
the sunlight came the primal Instinct 
to hold on to life and flight won over 
death. 
His preparation was hurried. 
He surrendered his life Insurance pol­ 
icy for $5,000 and received $8 000 as 
sommlsslon on the sale of the prop­ 
erty of the co-operative store to the 
Northwestern 
Life 
Insurance 
com­ 
pany, whkh held a mortgage lien on 
the premises 
He drew $1,500 aa sal­ 
ary from the Mount Olive Cemetery 
association. 
This was all the money 
be had taken with him. 
"Why, with $1,000,000 cash In the 
bank, did you not take more?" 
"I could have taken a quarter of a 
million dollars without any trouble,** 
said he. "but did not want to. I never 
! took one cent in cash from the bank 
end put it In my own pocket. I never 
took a dollar belonging to other peo­ 
ple.” 
Steneland made no attem pt to den? 
hie guilt and only tried to minimize It 
Hie confession began with a state­ 
ment that he was surprised to learn 
the total loss Involved In the bank’' 
failure would reach $2,00o,000. 
He 
said: 
"I cannot understand how 
the 
shortage can be $2,0<K'.000. 
To my 
certain knowledge my liability to the 
hank does not exceed $500,000. 
“My Indebtedness 
began 
a 
long 
while ago, In 1896. 
It was a small af­ 
fair, a small amount, and God knows 
i I never Intended to steal 
I was In a 
tight hole and needed the money. 
I 
put my own note, genuine, not forgery, 
In the box 
Then it was suggested 
» 
me that the bank 
examiner 
would 
stand for It and he did.” 
"Who suggested It?” 
“Hering. It was the beginning. 
He 


i pointed out, in a roundabout way at , 
first, that It was easy to obtain 
the 
money that way. Then when my own 
! notes became too numerous be sug­ 
gested torgerles." 
"How many forgeries did you do j 
yourself?" 
“Not one. Hering, I think, did all.” | 
Cashier Hering was ftlled with bit­ 
terness when he read the statement 
cabled from Tangler In which Stens- I 
land accused him of being the author | 
of the ruin of the bank.

this with much energy and reiterated 
his statements of Mondey, In which he 
declared Stensland led him Into trou­

W A R S H IP W A N TE D . 


Government Asked to Furnish a Ves­ 
sel to Go After Fugitive. 
Chicago, Sept. 4.—Assistant State’s 
Attorney Barbour has made a demand 
on the United States government for 
a warship In which to bring Paul O. 
Stensland. the fugitive banker now 
under arrest at Tangler, back to this 
country. The request was sent by Mr. 
Barbour to Governor Deneen, follow­ 
ing a series of 
communications be­ 
tween the state executive and Acting 
Secretary of State Adee at Washing­ 
ton. 
Mr. Barbour urged the seeming 
peril of 
bringing 
Stensland 
across 
foreign countries where the prisoner 
might suddenly balk at the prospect 
of returning to 
the 
United 
States 
Moreover, Mr. 
Barbour 
fears 
that 
Stensland may kill himself, and points 
out with vigor to the advisability of 
having him brought back to this coun­ 
try as a Federal prisoner on board a 
warship. 
Attorney General Stead and Assist­ 
ant State’s \ttorney Barnett was busy 
preparing a petition to 
President 
Roosevelt asking him to see the gov­ 
ernment of Morocco was asked to turn 
the prisoner over to the United tSatea 
authorities without trouble. 
Governor Deneen, at Springfield, re 
celved the following 
telegram from 
Acting Secretary of 
State 
Adee: 
"There is no extradition treaty with 
Morocco. 
Do you wish us to request 
the sultan o render up Stensland as 
a friendly act on evidence shown of 
his guilt?"

Both 
men were tired when the fight ended, 
but Gans was apparently the stronger. 
He was away ahead on points, and had 
smashed and cut Nelson all through ! 
the fight without being badly hurt him -1 
••lf. 
Shortly after the forty-second 
round began the men were In their 
twual clinch. 
Nelson had his head 
j on Gans' shoulder and his arm down. 
Several times he hit Gans below the 
belt, apparently feeling for a vital 
, apot. 
At last he drew back his right 
arm and hit 
Gans a vicious blow 
Square on the groin. The negro sank 
i lo his knees and rolled over on his 
back. 
Referee 8iler, without hesltat- 
g, ordered Nelson to his corner and 
warded the fight to Gans on a foul, 
tier's decision received almost unan- 
ous approval. All through the long 
nteat Nelson had employed rough 
fcctica. 
He repeatedly butted Gans, 
and had to have his head hauled away 
by the referee. 
Referee Siler stated to the Associat­ 
ed Press that while he would not say 
•ia t the foul was intentional, there 
a as no doubt that It had been commit­ 
ted 
Nelson, he said, had used his 
•» uh1 tactics all through the fight, and 
while he knew that Nelson was but­ 
ting whenever he had an opportunity, 
I lie did not disqualify him for the rea­ 
son that because he saw that it was 
aot hurting Gans, and as no other ref- 
1 tree had ever disqualified Nelson for 
doing the same thing, he did not feel 
like doing It. Besides, the people were 
there to see the fight, and he did not 
want to disappoint them. 
Siler was loudly cheered as he left 
i the ring, as was Gans, who was car- 
I rled to his dressing room 
Nelson and 
bls seconds were hissed as they de­ 
parted 
Billy Nolan. Nelson’s manager, made 
a disconnected statement In which he 
said that Gans had promised not to 
> claim the decision on a foul, and yet 
he jumped at the very first opportu­ 
nity to make such a claim. 
All Nel­ 
son would say was that Gans was tired 
and quiet. 
Gans, in many ways, put up a most 
remarkable battle. Of course, his skill 
as a boxer was expected to be shown, 
hut his endurance surprised every one. 
His work was the more wonderful 
when It is known that In the thirty 
third round he broke his right hand. 
Never after that did he strike a blow 
with it with the exception of a few 
short arm Jolts while clinching. 
He 
did all his work with hig left band, and 
put It all over Nelson. Gans* general- 
ship was shown after he broke his 
hand. 
In the thirty-third round he 
landed a hard right hand punch on the 
aide of Nelson’s face. 
A hone In the 
hand snapped and Gans snapped and 
Gans stepped back with an expression 
of pain. 
He limped around as though 
he had stepped on his foot or turned 
It, and no one realized that he had 
badly injured his right hand, although 
it was suspended that it might have 
been Injured. 
Gans (Rated after the fight that 
Nelson Intentionally fouled him. 
He 
said he knew he could finish Nelson, 
as he was comparatively strong, and 
Nelson was growing weaker all the 
time. 
"Larry” 
Sullivan 
announced 
for 
Gans that he would fight Nelson In 
two weeks, as he was sure he could 
whip him, and did not want to take 
advantage of the foul. Gans explained 
bis course of battle by saying that he 
did not want to box Nelson for fear 
of tiring himself. 
He found early in 
the game that he could protect himself 
In clinches, and also realized that the 
exertion In fighting that way was 
much less than lf he stood back and 
did some showy boxing. He was hit­ 
ting Nelson all the time and maneuver­ 
ing so as to make the Dane do most 
of tha.work-

Producing Class®* Should Thus Stand, 
Says Mr. Hearst. 
Syracuse. N. Y„ S* pt. 4.—Hon. W. 
R. Hearst, as guest of the local trades 
assem bly, addressed nearly 3.000 per­ 
sons here Monday. 
In the course of 
his speech Mr. Hoarst said: 
“The producing classes should stand 
shoulder to shoulder In the struggle 
against exploiting corporations. I have 
been a member of the labor commit­ 
tee In the house of representatives, 
and I know the attitude of the corpora­ 
tions on the labor question. 
“The Insincerity of these corpora­ 
tion attorneys before the committee 
has been made clear to me In several 
ways. 
I have se»“n attorneys for pro­ 
tected Interests appear before the la­ 
bor committee and ask for cheap la­ 
bor In order to compete successfully 
In foreign markets, and I have seen 
these same ottorney on the same day 
step right across the hall to the com­ 
mittee on ways and means and ask 
for higher protection, in order to pay 
higher wages. 
“The laws are made to favor the cor­ 
porations, and they are largely made 
by attorneys 
for 
the 
corporations 
Judge Parker, a typical corporation 
attorney, says there are enough laws, 
and that the people do not need or de­ 
sire any more. 
I Ray there are more 
than enough wrong kinds of law, but 
not enough of the right kinds of laws. 
I do not advocate a strictly labor union 
party. I do not urge class distinction, 
but the abolishment of It. 
"My programme Is not Socialism or 
radicalism or extreme of any kind. 
I 
call it Americanism. And to my mind 
Ii Is simply a plan to put Into practical 
operation the plan of government. 
"I believe American labor should be 
protected against Chinese labor and 
against the entering wedge of orien­ 
tal condition*. If American men were 
able to fight in the tropics they are 
able to work In the tropics lf proper­ 
ly paid and properly cared for. 
“I believe the tariff should be mod­ 
ified and public ownership inaugurat­ 
ed, but that both should be done cau­ 
tiously and conservatively. 
I believe 
In the restraint 
and 
regulation of 
trusts and monopolies bv law. 
I be­ 
lieve In the prison penalty for the re­ 
spectable 
representative of criminal 
combinations. 
“I believe In the direct responsibil­ 
ity of all representatives to the peo­ 
ple and in term s of office so hsort 
that this responsibility will never be 
forgotten.”
